B HAKTAMAR STOTRA 


Shri Manatunga Suri must have lived in 400 - 500 A.D, when Raja Bhoj held his kingdom. The 
following incident is extremely symbolic and brings forth tremendous wisdom, as from the king's 
court description in the Prabhandha Chintamani. The legend says Mayura Pandit & Bana Pandit 
were two great scholars who influenced the rulers with their Mantric & Tantric powers needless to say 
arrogance and misuse of divine power were rampant. The Jain Sadhusand Acharyas were accused of 
lacking such powers and were considered unfit and hence banished from the kingdom. Pujyashri 
Manatunga Suri was preaching Jain religion at that time, he was summoned and asked to prove the 
greatness ofjineshwara. "Our Lord free from Love and Hatred does not perform any miracle. But the 
Gods who attend on him show their magical powers only to ascertain faith & truth in the heart of 
society" said Manatunga Suri. 

Then the Acharya got himself fettered in 48 chains, and stood behind the Jain Temple. With the force 
of divine melody he composed & began to sing the Bhaktamar Stotra. With every new composition 
the fetters got cut off one by one. When the entire stotra was completed the temple had turned 180 0 
to face Shri Manatunga Suri. 

The author of this divine composition is the great Acharya Shri Manatunga Surishwarji. He is 
considered to be the successor disciple of Acharya Shri Mana Deva Surishwarji. If one carefully reads 
the 4 lh quatrain (pada) of the last verse of Bhaktamar. "Tam manatunga mavasa samupaiti laksmih", 
from a historical perspective, it helps us to establish the authorship. 

This legend has an amazing contemporary message for today's man. Those iron fetters / chains are 
nothing but chains of disturbing human emotions like anger, greed, lust, desire and fear, which have 
tied down the mordern man. He still deep down holds the power of a spiritual awakening, which 
will help set him free. The turning of the entire temple also reflects the power of deep devotion. The 
entire Bhaktamar Stotra was in praise of the First Tirthankar Shri Rishabhdevji (Aadinath).

y^charya Shri Siddhasen Diwakar composed this divine Stotra somewhere around 400 - 500 A.D. 
He was one of the greatest Acharyas during the times of Raja Vikramaditya. This divine & mystic 
composition was done under some amazing circumstances. The following narration brings forth a 
certain element of "Power of Faith" and propels the devotee to greater spiritual heights. 

The legend goes to say that Shri Siddhasen Diwakar was traveling through a village. He halted at the 
Shiva temple to rest. His spiritual powers awoke him to realize that below the Shiv Lingum rested an 
ancient idol of Lord Parshwanath. 

In order to gain the King's attention, he lay his feet toward the Lingum; noticing this arrogant move, 
the guards whipped him black and blue but as they did so the lashes were experienced by the 
Queen. Asa resultthe King came running to the temple. 

At this point Shri Siddhasen Diwakar composed & sang this Kalyanmandir Stotra. As he reached the 
11th Stotra the Parshwanathji idol emerged from the Shiv Lingum leaving the King & the Kingdom 
astonished. This legend has an amazing message for the modern man. Each Stotra is a reflection of 
man's sincere pursuit to reach a state of nirvana. To feel & experience the power of divinity deep 
within, is its ultimate goal. This composition elucidates the process of contemplation by which 
"Atma"/Soul, which is engrossed in the pleasures of passions & sensory perceptions is encouraged to 
inculcate the virtues of right faith, right knowledge, right conduct and self control & become "Param 
Atma"/Supreme Self. 

If one has to reflect deeply on the narration, one would realize that divinity has the power to take any 
form & shape as long as the devotee pours his devotion, dedication and supreme love for the divine. 
Faith & Trust are the two main principles on which human effort to seek & know the divine is based. 
As one carefully reads the 44th Verse of Kalyan Mandir "Kumud Chandra" Shri Siddhasen Diwakar 
previous name appears. From a historical perspective this helps us to establish his authorship. The 
Kalyanmandir Stotra wasin praise ofthe Twenty Third Tirthankar Shri Parshvanathji.

AN ENIGMATIC ARTIST 


India's renowned spiritual artist was born on the dusk of 10th march 1966 in Mumbai, India; to the famous 
classical dancer, a Kathak exponent - Maa Geentanjali Barve Gadnis and to the illustrious Cinematographer 
Shri Anant V. Gadnis in a Saraswat Brahim family which has retained its roots in Kashmir but has now 
bloomed in Goa. 

Udayraj is a qualified practicing psychologist who abruptly woke up to an inner spiritual call at the age 24 and 
started oil painting on canvas overnight! In Udayraj's words: "This is the only twilight zone of my life!". 
He has received no formal or informal training-in painting. It is an in-born skill which is nurtured and 
developed with intense dedication and devotion. 

Persistence, patience, philosophy, passion and poetry has seen him through 34 high profile one man shows at 
the national and international level, with over 1975 paintings in a span of 14 years. Needless to say, these 
formative years have seen this mystic painter through a storm of controversies, critical acclaims, intellectual 
provocations and some major recognitions for the outstanding contributions and achievements in the field of 
fine arts. He has had 9 books to his credit till date. 

On 5th March 2000, Udayraj took" Sadhak Diksha" at the opening of his Adhyatmic Raj Gurukulam, Goa; 
adorning a spiritual name - "Sadhak Shivananda Saraswati". He is today acknowledged as the founder of 
"THE SPIRITUAL ART MOVEMENT". His indepth study and research in ancient manuscripts cover a wide 
spectrum from Hinduism, Vedas, Upanishads, Puranas, Yantra, Mantra, Tantra, Sufism, Buddhism, Zen, Tao, 
Indian Music Ragas to Jainism. This is considered as an unique dimension in the art world. 

2000 marked a very significant year in his life as he had embarked on an intense spiritual journey - JAINISM. 
The next five years would see him paint various dimensions of Jainism (2000-2004). 

"It is to create a dynamic language of contemporary paintings which reflect the essence of various spiritual 
dimensions known and unknown to mankind. I painted the Bhaktamar paintings in the month of 
(Margashish) Jan 2000. It took me 48 days to paint the entire 48 Gathas, following very strict rituals like eating 
just boiled mung (pulse) and boiled water (Ambel), sleeping on a strawmat, and living in complete isolation" 
says Shiva with humility and grace. "I am indebted to my Jain Guru Acharya Shri Vijay Jaysundar Suri who in 
those 48 days took me deep into the essence of Bhaktamar, under whose divine and affectionate guidance 
I under took & completed this work" says Shiva. 

He would travel to various Derasars, Bhandarghars and Temples visiting various Jain Munis all over the 
country. In the month of (Shravan) June 2001, he completed the 24 Tirthankars paintings which were 
exhibited all over India. 

"Nothing actually prepared me for the magnum opus, Kalyanmandir, except my mother's blessings. For it 
took me five years (2000-04) of physical, emotional and devotional strength to study, paint and present this 
work which also marks my 2000th painting" says Shiva. 

"Shri Premal Kapadia introduced me to Jainism eleven years ago,1993. His spiritual guidance over the 
years has brought about a profound realisation and a divine understanding of Life itself. It is difficult to 
capture his contribution in words but can be seen, felt and experienced in these Jain paintings" says Shiva, 
full of gratitude. 

The colour texture and form's of the Yantra, Mantra & Stotra have been painted on canvas after intense 
meditation and 'tapascharya'. They are not just artistic expressions but have immense meaning. Decoding 
these colours would be difficult in few pages, but I must state that human cosmology is a part of these works. 
His painting exhibitions are received all over the world with tremendous respect & divine warmth. 
It is always a celebration! 

"Though great care and tremendous painstaking efforts have gone in these creations, in a rare possibility, you 
might find some errors. In case you do notice some error kindly forgive and intimate me, as I can bring forth 
the changes in the next edition", appeals Shiva. 

"Painting is a 'Tapasya' a 'Meditative Process' for me. I am neither the creator 
nor the doer nor the source of these mystical paintings only a medium"
